The  Registrar  General* s estimate  of  the  mid-year 
population  of  the  Urban  District,  including  approximately  391 
patients  at  St,Cadoc*s  Hospital  and  500  students  and  staff  at 
Caerleon  College  of  Education,  was  7?290  for  1972?  an  increase 
of  690  compared  with  last  year.  There  were  103  live  births, 

49  less  than  in  1971  ? and  68  deaths,  6 less  than  in  1971*  The 
natural  increase  in  population  was  35?  43  less  than  in  1971?  and 
18  less  than  in  1970. 

The  Registrar  General* s comparability  factors,  necessary 
for  the  calculation  of  the  local  adjusted  rates,  the  only 
statistics  comparable  with  the  national  statistics,  are  0,83  for 
births,  0,18  less  than  in  1971?  and  0,81  for  deaths.  0,1 6 more 
than  last  year. 
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Some  commentary  will  follow  each  statistical  section. 
It  must  always  he  remembered  that,  with  Caerleon's  small 
population,  rates  from  year  to  year  can  vary  considerably 
so  that  their  statistical  significance  is  doubtful.

In  the  last  ten  years  the  average  yearly  crude  live  birth 
rate  has  been  20  live  births  per  1,000  population.  When 
compared  with  1571  the  crude  live  birth  rate  this  year 
diminished  by  8.9?  and  the  local  adjusted  rate  by  11.5  live 
births  per  1,000  population.  The  live  births  for  1971?  152, 
were  the  largest  number  of  yearly  births  in  the  last  ten  years. 
There  were  only  2 years  in  the  last  10  years  when  the  number 
of  births  were  fewer  than  this  year,  1 967  with  98  live  births 
and  1963  with  76  live  births. 

The  crude  live  birth  rate  was  1*2  live  births  per  1,000 
population  less  than  for  Monmouthshire  and  0C7  less  than  for 
England  and  Wales.  In  the  last  ten  years  this  is  only  the 
second  year  in  which  the  crude  live  birth  rate  and  the  local 
adjusted  rate  have  both  been  less  than  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales.

The  local  adjusted  live  birth  rate  was  4.1  less  than  the 
adjusted  rate  for  Monmouthshire  and  3*1  live  births  per  1,000 
population  less  than  for  England  and  Wales,, 

The  ratio  of  the  local  adjusted  birth  rate  to  the  National 
rate  was  0.79,  0«6l  less  than  last  year. 

There  were  2 illegitimate  live  births  in  Caerleon,  compared 
with  6 in  1971.  Illegitimate  live  births  per  cent  of  all 
live  births  decreased  from  4 to  2 per  cento  Illegitimate  live 
births  per  cent  of  total  live  births  for  Monmouthshire 
increased  from  6 to  7 per  cent,  and  for  England  and  Wales  from 
8 to  9 per  cent.

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With  the  increasing  percentage  of  hospital  births, 
the  perinatal  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  has 
decreased  yearly  for  the  years  1963  to  1969.  A general 
downward  trend  is  seen  for  Monmouthshire.  For  Caerleon, 
with  its  fewer  number  of  births  and  smaller  population, 
the  perinatal  mortality  rate  is  more  variable.  The  rates., 
for  1970  and  1972  are  both  less  than  any  rate  for 
Monmouthshire  or  England  and  Wales,  This  year,  with  a 
rate  of  10  stillbirths  and  deaths  per  1,000  live  and 
stillbirths,  it  is  10  less  than  that  for  Monmouthshire 
and  12  less  than  the  national  rate.  For  the  first  time 
in  the  last  11  years,  the  Monmouthshire  perinatal  mortality 
rate  is  less  than  that  for  England  and  Wales.

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DEATHS 


In  the  last  year  the  crude  death  rate  per  1,000 
population  has  decreased  hy  1.9  and  the  local  adjusted 
rate  increased  hy  0-2.  The  crude  death  rate  and  the 
adjusted  death  rate  are  less  than  the  rates  for  Monmouth- 
shire and  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  34  deaths  of  males  and  an  equal  number  of 
female  deaths.  In  the  last  eleven  years , in  which  time 
the  population  has  increased  from  4? 420  to  7>290  persons, 
there  have  never  been  as  few  annual  deaths. 

Twenty-eight  of  the  deaths  were  of  persons  aged  75 
years  and  over,  23  were  of  persons  aged  between  65  and  74 
years,  and  17  were  of  those  aged  less  than  65  years.  Of 
the  latter,  11  deaths  were  of  males  and  6 of  females, 
whereas  of  those  aged  more  than  65  years,  23  deaths  were 
of  males  and  28  of  females.  In  middle  age,  45  to  64  years, 
of  the  15  deaths,  9 were  of  males.  Female  deaths  in  this 
age  group  were  last  in  excess  of  male  deaths  in  Caerleon 
in  1967. 

Twentynine  deaths,  1 5 of  males  and  14  of  females, 

42.6  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  deaths,  were  of  patients 
at  St.Cadoc* s Hospital.  Four  of  these  deaths,  2 more  than 
last  year,  were  of  persons  aged  less  than  63  years.  Nine 
deaths  were  of  persons  aged  between  65  and  79  years,  and  the 
remaining  16  deaths  were  of  those  aged  80  years  and  over. 

Of  the  29  deaths,  in  only  10  were  mental  disorders  considered 
to  be  the  underlying  cause  of  death. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  continued 
as  the  major  group  of  deaths,  38»2%  of  total  deaths  and 
nearly  2%  more  than  last  year.  Fourteen  deaths  were  of 
females  and  1 2 of  males.  Of  the  13  deaths  due  to  ischaemic 
heart  disease,  an  increasing  cause  of  death  in  middle  aged 
males,  8 were  of  females  and  5 of  males.  In  middle  age,  3 
of  the  4 deaths  were  of  men.  Nine  deaths  due  to  this  cause 
were  of  persons  aged  more  than  63  years. 

Deaths  from  respiratory  diseases  again  replaced 
neoplasms  as  the  next  largest  group  of  deaths.  There  were 
16  deaths  in  this  category,  one  more  than  last  year,  and 
23.5$  of  all  deaths.  Fourteen  deaths  were  attributed  to 
pneumonia,  and  2 to  bronchitis  and  emphysema.  Only  3 of 
the  deaths  were  of  persons  aged  less  than  65  years.  Of  the 
16  deaths,  one  took  place  at  home  and  3 at  hospitals  outside 
the  Urban  District.

Eleven  deaths,  16.2%  of  all  deaths,  were  attributed 
to  mental  disorders  and  other  diseases  of  the  nervous 
system,  the  same  number  as  those  due  to  neoplasms.  Pour 
deaths,  2 of  males  and  2 of  females,  were  due  to  neoplasm 
of  the  lung,  2 to  neoplasm  of  the  stomach,  one  to  neoplasm 
of  the  breast,  and  4 to  other  malignant  neoplasms-. 

It  is  suggested  that,  by  ensuring  that  sufficient 
* exercise  and  physical  activity  is  undertaken,  by  avoiding 
excessive  weight  and  the  smoking  of  cigarettes,  the  mortality 
and  morbidity  due  to  cancer  of  the  lungs,  bronchitis  and 
ischaemic  heart  disease  should  all  decrease,. 

Of  the  remaining  4 deaths,  2 were  due  to  falls  and 
were  of  persons  aged  over  75  years*  The  death  due  to 
cirrhosis  of  the  liver  was  the  result  of  chronic  alcoholism.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

After  the  resignation  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  in 
February,  the  Council  decided,  in  view  of  the  imminent 
reorganisation  of  Local  Government,  to  enter  into  an 
agency  arrangement  with  Newport  County  Borough  Council 
in  respect  of  its  public  health  functions. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr,  R.  G.Coslett,  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Newport  County  Borough  Council,  for  the 
following  report: - 

Public  Cleansing: 

Household  and  trade  refuse  is  collected  once  a week 
by  Newport  Corporation,  collected  from  the  kerbside  and 
tipped  in  the  Newport  Maesglas  refuse  tip. 

Water  Samples : 

The  Gwent  Water  Board  is  the  statutory  undertaker 
in  the  area.  Eight  samples  of  the  Public  supply  were 
taken  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination.  Each 
was  satisfactory. 

The  Council  has  declared  that  it  is  in  favour  of  the 
fluoridation  of  drinking  water. 

Public  ^Swimming  Baths : 

Four  samples  were  taken  during  the  season  and  all 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  Weekly  tests  were  carried 
out  on  the  chlorine  content  of  the  water. 
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Cemetery; 

A public  cemetery  is  maintained  by  the  Council  at 
Cold  Bath  Road,  but  the  number  of  interments  is  small. 
The  Council  is  a member  of  the  Monmouthshire  Joint 
Crematorium  Committee. 

Prevention  of  Damage  Jby  Pests  Act ; 

Rodent  Control  is  carried  out  on  a part-time  basis. 
Forty  complaints  of  rat  infestation  were  dealt  with 
during  the  year.  Eleven  complaints  of  mice  infestation 
were  received  and  the  appropriate  action  taken. 

Re  cr  eat  ion  F a c i li  ties ; 

The  Council  has  extensive  sports  playing  fields  and 
open  spaces  in  the  district.
